Editorial Comment 


AGAINST INCREDIBLE ODDS,THE PRO-CHOICE MOVEMENT 
has succeeded in holding back the reactionary 
tide of the Louisiana Legislature. Determined 
to undermine women's reproductive freedoms to 
the fullest extent possible,extremist lawmakers 
held sway for a time. In the face of their Dark 
Age proposals however, adherents of Choice dug 
in for the long haul, and ended up defeating 
the most restrictive abortion legislation to 
date in the entire United States. 


June 24 saw over 2,000 people amass across 
from the Governor's Mansion, rallying himto veto 
any bill that came tohis desk. With that inmind, 
thousands of phone calls poured in. Painstaking 
lobbying efforts focused upon undecided and 
wavering representatives and senators. And local 
activists were successful in showing thought-to 
-be anti-Choicers that their constituencies 
differed from them. 

Still other activists, wary of the tedious 
pace of lobbying and majority unresponsiveness, 
resorted to more dramatic action. Die-ins were 
held on the State Capitol steps and in front of 
the St.Louis Cathedral. Connections with other 
concerns, such as the since-defeated record- 
labeling bill, or demands for more funding for 
indigent AIDS care, resulted in direct actions 
and civil disobedience. 

And when hoots and cat-calls arose fron the 
House chambers in response to a bill that would 
make spousal rape a crime, so-called "Pro-Life" 
legislators had to face an onslaught of unpre- 
Cidented proportions, such that the bill, thought 
to be dead for the session, was revived, and 
passed overwhelmingly. 

After failing to override the Governor's 1st 
veto for not having any exceptions, the legis- 
lature, in its perverted wisdom, took a bill 
that would encourage the battery of flag-burners 
and created a highly unconstitutional anti- 
abortion bill. In response, more phone calls, 
ana a nightly Jackson Square candlelight vigil 


for Choice (held July 9-27) kept alive in the 
public's mind the outrageousness of the body, 
most of its members, and their proposed laws. 

Though Governor Roemer vetoed the bill a 
2nd time, (for being too weak in its rape and 
incest exceptions) and was sustained for this 
year, the battle is far from over. After all, 
anti-Choice adherents have been agitating 
since 1973 to overturn Roe V. Wade. No longer 
will advocates of reproductive choice be able 
to fully assume that the expressed rights can 
stand undefended. 

It has not been as though the Pro-Choice 
movement has been ignorant of the threat, how- 
ever. Having thought to have legally secured 
these freedoms, many concentrated on other, 
often much larger concerns. Whether by bring- 
ing forth the full progression of social re- 
forms, or by challenging the patriarchy and 
the power it wields, activists have not been 
complacent. 

The 1989 Supreme Court decision sparking 
the renewed legislative assaults on reproduct- 
ive freedom changed everything. No longer could 
arelative few engage inclinic defense actions, 
now that the state could openly support the 
reactionary religionists. Nor could one take 
heart in having this freedom secure in law. In- 
deed, defense of Choice now has become the 
centerpiece for the defense and exercise of 
all other gains and visions. 

Moreover, with a new generation of women 
and men having come of age, this very import- 
ant freedom has never been given more consid- 
eration. Ultimately, the only way the freedoms 
we value most are supported and upheld is by 
the direct defense and exercise thereof - not 
by relying upon hierarchical structures and 
strictures. 

During this brief lull time, activists need 
to take stock in their efforts. We applaud the 
variety of responses for Choice and the depth 
of conmitment actively witnessed. The diversity 
of the movement and its expressions is a val- 
uable strength and indicator of its vitality. 

Let us recognize and appreciate our various 
efforts, and begin to regenerate ourselves for 
the long road ahead. Determined not to return 
to the bad old days, the defenders of Choice 
are here to stay.a - Brad Ott

CITY COUNCIL VOTES NO AGAINST NOPSI BUYOUT: The 
New Orleans City Council voted 5-2 May 17 against 
the purchase of assets of New Orleans Public 
Service Inc.,(NOPSI), planned to shield rate- 
payers fromthe continuing high costs associated 
with nuclear power plants. Despite holding 
"friendly" talks with utility officials for 
nearly a year -and succeeding in devising a plan 
agreeable to all parties- most Councilmembers 
Cited weak cost savings and uncertainties in 
proceeding with municipal ization of the company s 
gas and electric holdings.The City retains the 
right to purchase NOPSI at rate base value, 
under a 1922 agreement. After encountering big 
business opposition in exercising that option 
however, Council consultants began friendly 
talks. After hammering out a deal, the N.O. 
Business Council still objected, threatening 
ominous economic consequences if it went thru. 
Councilmenbers Johnny Jackson Jr., and Dorothy 
Mae Taylor urged the buyout with Taylor noting 
that the $8 per month per customer savings, for 
poor folks "...can mean the difference in not 
having to choose between food, medicine or 
electricity." While disappointed with the vote, 
Alliance For Affordable Energy activist Gary 
Groesch noted that the battle is far from over. 


MARINES DO URBAN WARFARE IN N.O.: The week of 
May 20-26 saw a War Department exercise invol- 
ving Marines and Air Force personnel practicing 
“urban warfare" training. Planes buzzed homes 
in suburban areas, while helicopters landed on 
CBD office buildings. Governmental authorities 
both local and national refused to coment as 
to why the general public was not notified 
about the exercises, though similar ones in 
Europe regularly face widespread protest. 


POLICE STRIKE FORCE RAISES PROTESTS: Community 
protest over police tactics in its public dis- 
play of force echoed through New Orleans, with 
the Louisiana ACLU warning of a possible court 
challenge. The NOPD staged Task Force I & Ti. 
obstensively torid the streets of illegal guns. 
Some officers admitted however „that the action 
was a "show" for the media. They further noted 
that NOPD's image needed shoring up in response 
to the death of suspected cop-killer Adolph 
Archie while in NOPD custody March 22. William 
Quigley Attorney for the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union of Louisiana,noted(con't next col.) 


that the operation stretched "probable cause 
(for a search)... beyond the limit that any 
court would allow." One of the areas invaded by 
the NOPD was the Algiers-Fischer neighborhood. 
Residents however, tipped off by sensational 
media newscasts supporting the action, greeted 
officers with signs reading: “Criminals With A 
Badge: The Killing Must Stop!", and "Help Stop 
the Police From Going Above The Law!!!" Police 
alleged also that they faced the throwing of 
rocks and bottles, during their sweep on May 30. 


1,000+ MEMORIALIZE AIDS VICTIMS:Over 1,000 peo- 
ple gathered in Woldenberg Park alongside the 
Mississippi River to remember those lost to,and 
those bravely struggling and surviving AIDS. As 
part of ceremonies conducted in more than 220 
cities in over 30 countries, the New Orleans 
observance featured speakers addressing various 
segrents of the larger community, inspirational 
music and a dramatization of how HIV infection 
impacts our entire comunity. The program inthe 
park's Gazebo was followed by a candlelight pro- 
cession through the French Quarter, concluding 
at the Moonwalk and the extinguishing of candles 
in the river, releasing "the ignorance, the 
bigotry, the oppression and the pain associated 
with AIDS." Vigils have been held in New Orleans 
every year since 1985. 


49 ARRESTED IN CALL FOR MORE AIDS TREATMENT: 49 
people were arrested -including New Orleans City 
Councilmember Johnny Jackson Jr.- in a blockade 
of Loyola Avenue June 25 in front of the State 
Office Building, in a plea for more funding for 
Charity Hospital's C-100 clinic and other AIDS 
programs. On July 28, activists brought a coffin- 
full of petitions signed from people around the 
state urging Governor Roemer to find the money 
for continued AIDS care. With a waiting list of 
six months and growing, the situation for AIDS 
care for indigent people is life-threatening. 
The NO/AIDS Taskforce and ACT UP/N.O. organized 
the actions.

ROEMER BANS LAKE DREDGING: Louisiana Governor 
Buddy Roemer formally banned shell dredging in 
Lake Pontchartrain June 22. His action was in 
response to long-standing calls by environment- 
alists, who noted that the practice greatly dis- 
turbs the lake's ecosysten. In rock-less south 
Louisiana,shells ere usec mainly in road building.

C.A. REFUGEES:Is Mexico Doing U.S. Dirty Work? 


IN 1989 THE MEXICAN IMMIGRATION SERVICE APPRE- 
hended 74,990 Central Americans and about 10,000 
other "aliens." This is up dramatically from 
13,000 apprehensions in 1988, and now exceeds 
U.S. Immigration & Naturalization Service( INS) 
captures along the southern U.S. border which 
in FY1989 totaled 60,161 "non-Mexicans." The 
Mexican government's increased enforcement 
raises some troubling questions as to the con- 
tinuing U.S. policy towards these refugees. 

The goal of U.S. policy on both sides of the 
border with Mexico is,as INS commissioner Gene 
McNary recently said, "to send a message to 
Central America," amessage now reinforced with 
pain, suffering and detention at every point 
along the way. The message is that the United 
States government does not want, will not accept 
and will do everything possible to turn back 
those persons fleeing repression in U.S.-spon- 
sored countries. 

Though "halting drug traffic" is seenas the 
stated goal of Mexico's new efforts at tightly 
control] ing their southernborder with Guatemala, 
the reality instead appears to be two-fold: 1) 
increased U.S. determination to stop entry into 
the U.S. of Central Americans bearing testimo- 
nies of continuing atrocities by U.S.-sponsored 
regimes in E] Salvador, Guatemala and Honduras; 
and 2) an environment of "cooperation" on debt 
reduction and "free trade" issues between the 
U.S. and the newMexican government of President 
Salinas de Gotari. 

In late summer 1989, Presidents Bush and 
Salinas de Gotari held bilateral talks inwhich 
the U.S. raised immigration and debt as among 
its main topics of concern. Closely coinciding 
with these talks, Mexico began a border crack- 
down and also began to receive more favorable 
treatment in the restructuring of its debt. 

Tne effect of all this is that the U.S. is 
relocating its border from the Rio Grande to 
Guatemala. This is one more means of putting 
the consecuences of a dad U.S. policy "out -of 
Sight" and thereby "out-of-mind"for the people 
or the U.S. So it is once more left with the 
people of Central America who flee conflict 
that are the victims--both at home and in their 
journey north.

AALL CALLS FOR REMOVAL OF SLAVEMASTER SCHOOL 
NAMES: Citing a systemwhere 87% of its students 
are black,the Afro American Liberation League 
June 4 called for the renaming of any Orleans 
Parish Public Schools that still bear names of 
late slaveholders and Confederate War figures. 
Some new names proposed include Nat Turner, 
who headed up the most famous slave revolt in 
U.S. history;and Harriet Tubman,who organized 
the Underground Railroad as a route for those 
fleeing slavery in the South before 1865. It 
is estimated that over fifty schools would be 
affected by the proposal, which was initially 
greeted coolly by School Board members, both 
black and white. Wide-spread community debate 
has been sparked however;and as aging schools 
are replaced, so are their names. A survey in 
the 1970s shows that of the 136 schools inthe 
system, 56 were named for white men, 28 for black 
men, 9 for white women and 8 for black women. 


FRENCH QUARTER MIME SPEAKS OUT AGAINST POLICE 
HARASSMENT: Street mime Suzanne Pohl filed a 
suit against the City of New Orleans and NOPD 
chief Warren Woodfork July 9,decrying her re- 
peated arrests for "obstructing sidewalks" and 
performing on Bourbon Street from 8pm to 6am, 
when street entertaining is prohibited.Citing 
the two ordinances as unconstitutional, Pohl 
is requesting Civil District Court to stop the 
City and police from "arresting, prosecuting 
or harassing" for performing in any public area 
of the Vieux Carré that is not in use by motor 
vehicles. She also noted that the same laws 
being illegally applied now were used against 
Civil Rights protestors decades ago,until the 
courts curtailed that. A hearing on the case 
was rescheduled from July 31 into August. 


RTA FARES HIKED: August 1 saw City Council- 
approved fare hikes for RTA buses and street- 
carsfor the first time since 1983. Generally, 
fares rose from 60¢ to 80¢, with transfers up 
from 5¢ to 10¢onmost lines -though the river- 
front streetcar saw a hike from 60¢ to $1.00. 
The 1980s began with fares at 30¢ per person. 


STATE KILLING NOW PROCEEDS WITH INJECTION: One 
of the bills approved by the infamous Louisiana 
Legislature (and signed by the governor )makes 
"lethal injection" the tool of choice over use 
of the electric chair in death penalty cases. 
Adherents won over folks by noting the "humane-

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Crazy Horse to Ride Again 


THE U.S. EIGHTH COURT OF APPEALS HAS 
ruled that a suit brought by FBI Agent 
David Price against author Peter Mat- 
thiessen and his publisher Viking has 
"no basis." The case launched in 1984 
for $20 million,alleged defamation of 
character in Matthiessen's book In the 
Spirit of Crazy Horse. In 1983, former 
South Dakota governor William “Wild 
Bill" Janklow had filed a libel suit 
against Matthiessen and Viking over 
the same book. Janklow's case was 
thrown out in 1988. 

The book itself details the FBI's 
repressionof the American Indian Move- 
ment (AIM) on and around the Pine Ridge 
Sioux Reservation from 1973 to 1976 and 
the subsequent framing of Leonard 
Peltier for the deaths of 2 FBI agents. 
Janklow sued for libel because Matth- 
iessen repeats what was common knowledge 
and had been reported elsewhere, namely 
that Janklownad been accused of raping 
his babysitter in 1967, a 15-year-old 
named Jancita Eagle Dear. The local FBI 
apparently tried to cover this up but 
the tribal court on the nearby Rosebud 
Reservation issued a warrant for his 
arrest if he should set foot on the 
reservation. Sadly, Eagle Deer was 
found dead beside a Nebraska highway 


in 1974 and the matter has never been. 


cleared up. All this had been published 
before but only by small presses with 
limited distribution. The combination 
of an award-winning author anda large 
promotional budget which Viking has 
could mean a potential audience of 
millions. Not only would the governor's 
misdeeds be widely disseminated but so 
would the details of a typical FBI 
dirty work operation. 


Leonard Peltier 


Agent Price's suit claimed that 
the book was one-sided and cast him 
as a racist. Both Viking and Matthi- 
essen note that most FBI and govern- 
ment officials would not cooperate 
with them. Price is quoted verbatim, 
incontext andat length. Price's suit 
had been dismissed and reinstated many 
times over the years and it appears 
that money to cover court costs did 
not come from Price (as an FBI agent 
his maximum salary is approx.$40.000). 
Janklow though well off is also not 
rich. Viking and Matthiessen estimate 
their court costs at$3.5 million and 
it must have cost Price and Janklow 
as much. Matthiessen suspects tax 
dollars were used but has no way of 
proving it. Aright-wing Coor's spon- 
sored think tank,the Heritage Found- 
ation, also poured $1 million into the 
case as well as arranging for'donations' 
to the Price and Janklow cause. 

The legal victory is tempered by 
the fact that In the Spirit of Craz 
Horse was kept off the selves for 6 
years when it could have done Peltier 
the most good. A new revised edition 
of Matthiessen's book is expected out 
by the end of the summer.

the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan,made 


headlines February 20, 1989 with a 
surprise victory in the race for 
Louisiana's 81st. District House seat. 
Key to Duke's victory was his success 
in dissociating himself from his 
former klan and neo-Nazi image. Duke 
denied ties to the neo-Nazi and klan 
right and campaigned using new-right 
styled attacks on welfare spending, 
minority set-asides, and affirmative 
action. 


Since his election Duke has re- 
mained embroiled in controversy. In 
March of 1989, he addressed a Popul- 
ist Party convention comprised of 
Klan and neo-Nazi participants. Duke 
was photographed at the convention 
clasping the hand of Art Jones, a 
Chicago Nazi Party leader.The follow- 
ing June, Tulane University researchers 
discovered that Duke was promoting 
and selling Nazi, racist and anti- 
Semitic literature and tapes from the 
basement of his legislative office in 
Metairie. In November of 1989, Duke 
granted an interview in which he 
expressed agreement with aspects of 
Nazism and advocated a program to 
divide America into separate racial 
nations. Charges surfaced throughout 
the year that Duke continued to em- 
ploy klan and neo-Nazi extremists in 


the highest levels of his organ- 
ization. 
During a recent appearance on 


ABC Prime Time, Duke urged viewers 
to subscribe to the NAAWP News, the 
official organ of Duke's National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Waite People. Duke claimed that only

by reading his publication could 
the public gain an accurate view 
of his political beliefs. 


A complete collection of Duke's 


NAAWP News is available at the 
Amistad Research Center at Tulane 
University. The issues examined 


herein were published between 1982 
and 1989, during a period in which 
Duke claims to have rejected his 
old radical beliefs. It should be 
emphasized that Duke is the Presi- 
dent of the NAAWP and listed in 
issue #1 (1982) as the publisher & 
editor. Duke remained the president 
and publisher throughout the period. 
Many of the articles cited in this 
essay are official NAAWP editorials. 
Some are reprints from other 
periodicals that Duke published 
without a disclaimer. Duke has never 
printeda retraction concerning any 
of the articles. We take him at his 
word when he says that NAAWP News 
reflects the real David Duke. 


The NAAWP News provides ample 
evidence that Duke's moderate pub- 
lic posture belies his extremist 
philosophy and organizational loyal- 
ities. Duke left the Klan in 1980 
to organize the NAAWP, an organiz- 
ational move which was intended to 
signal an ideological shift. Never- 
theless, a survey of recent issues 
of the NAAWP News reveals Duke's 
continued support for extremist 
programs associated with the neo- 
Nazi right. In recent years, Duke 
has published articles calling for 
the creation of an all-white nation 
and the partitioning of the North

American continent into several race- 
based nations. He has repeatedly 
called for genetic engineering of a 
"superman" race distilled from the 
white race. Articles have appeared 
in his NAAWP News praising other 
white-supremacists and demanding the 


release of violent, neo-Nazicriminals. 


And almost ten years after Duke's 
purported abandonment of the Klan and 
neo-Nazis, he continued to derive a 
portion of nis income from a mail- 
order business that specializes in 
Nazi and Klan books and tapes. 


In truth, there are two David Dukes. 


One Duke presents himself in public 
as a moderate conservative; a strategy 
designed to attract a popular follow- 
ing. The other Duke is an extremist 
ideologue who uses the pool of new 
followers as a recruiting ground for 
a white-supremacist and anti-Semitic 
movement. Duke employs this bait-and 
-switch strategy because he under- 
stands the disadvantages of organiz- 
ing openly as a racist. In 1984, the 
NAAWP News observed that, since the 
public still regarded white supremacy 
as immoral, racist activists should 
conceal their opinions and "never 
refer to racial superiority or 
inferiority, only talk about racial 
differences,carefully avoiding value 


judgements." (NAAWP News #33, p. 1) 
Duke's publication went on to urge 
its readers not to rely on overt 


racist appeals and violence, but 
rather temper their rhetoric and 
enter the electoral arena to create 
an all-white nation. "Of all our means 
of action, this alternative is our 
best hope and offers the most divid- 
ends," observed the NAAWP News. Fur- 
thermore, electoral campaigns could 
exploit the media for publicity. 
"Thorough a political campaignwe can 
get thousands of dollars worth of 
free publicity," noted Duke's news- 
paper. (NAAWP News, #34, p.10) Duke 
was more forthright with his activist 
readers than with the voters regard-

ing the ultimate objective of this 
electoral activity. "Where will it 
(society) end... It can end in racial 
war, in mongrelization,or it can end 
only to make way fora new beginning, 
the beginning of an all-white nation 
onthe continent." (NAAWP News #34,p10) 


Duke frequently published state- 
ments expressing his dreamof purging 
America of Blacks, Hispanics, Asians 
and Jews. In 1984 the NAAWP News 
offered this solutionto the country's 
difficulties: 

"The ultimate answer to this 
racial quagmire is racial 
segregation. The Jews, blacks, 
Hispanics and Orientals would 
each be given a portion of the 
present-day United States so 
they could have a nation of 
their own. The rest of America 
would be reserved for the white 
majority." (NAAWP News #31, p. 3) 

This fantastic scheme acquired 
more detail in a NAAWP News article 
penned by Duke's occasional editor, 
Tom Wilson. Wilson wrotea futuristic 
piece about a dreamy utopia in which 
"the blacks have a nation made up of 
and parts 
of Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi." 
Wilson went onto assign NewYork City 
to the Jews (West Israel) ,the South- 
west to Hispanics, and the Asians to 
Hawaii. By the year 2025 he envisioned 
a eugenics program which would create 
a race of "supermen," blond-haired, 
blue-eyed, with average I.Q.sof 144. 
(NAAWP News #32,p.3) Duke's dreams of 
racial purity and supremacy even ex- 
tend to the galaxies.Issue 34 of the 


NAAWP News suggests that "We'll colo- 


nize other planets and no doubt 
establish all-white outposts." 


Whites who believe that Duke's 
programs only adversely affect minor- 
ities may be surprised by some of the 
proposals in NAAWP News. Duke's racial 
programs are also intended to purge 
the white race of "impure elements" 
by identifying and genetically re- 
fining a select group of specimens 
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within the white race. In 1984 Duke 
reprinted an article from Instauration 
which speculated that, had the white- 
supremacists prevailed, by the year 
2000, “under the watchful eyes of ex- 
pert geneticists, a special group of 
isolated Majority members...would be 
busy breeding the first generation 
of potential supermen." (NAAWP News, 
#31, p.9) This genetic elite would 
enjoy a variety of privileges denied 
other whites. At one point Duke pro- 
posed that whites with high I.Q.s 
might be granted government loans, 
paid off by simply having more gene- 
tically superior children. (NAAWP News, 
#31,p.3) Ironically, while Duke de- 
cries laws that recognize racial dis- 
tinctions, his own political philo- 
sophy seeks to maximize distinctions, 
even withina race. Given that Duke's 
schemes resonate with Nazi master- 
race theories, it's no surprise that 
he has chosen to exclude them from 
his new public agenda. 

Duke has adamantly denied that 
he ever supported any formof totalit- 
ariansm. However, throughout the 1980s 
Duke heaped accolades on notorious 
despots. In March of 1985, the NAAAP 
News reprinted a Wilmot Robertson 
tribute to Turkish dictator Kemal 
Ataturk. Ataturk was praised for ex- 
pelling foreigners from Turkey and 
hanging a Jewish financial expert. The 
article ends with an ominous warning 
that every nation is eventually ruled 
by one or more dictators. "When it 
is America's time togo totalitarian," 
the NAAWP News told its readers, "we 
should pray that we get a Kemal who 
was... aware... that national resur- 
rection depends first and foremost on 
the distillation process of racial 
separation." (NAAWP News, #32, p.6) 
The articles suggest that a totalit- 
arian government is necessary to im- 
plement the racial order that Duke en- 
visions. 


One thing that is evident in all 
of Duke's recent publications is his 
enduring fascination with Nazism. 


This is particularly obvious on his 
mail order page. Books on the Third 
Reich pepper the page as well as 
offerings from deceased American Nazi 
party leader George Lincoln Rockwell. 
Rockwell's speeches are lauded by 
Duke as "stimulating and provocative," 
challenging "many common assumptions 
and preconceptions." Duke publishes 
a disclaimer that the selections do 
not necessarily represent NAAWP's 
position, yet the descriptions of the 
books often betray the publisher's 
sympathies. Franklin Roosevelt is 
referred to as a "treasoner" for in- 
volving the United States in the war 
against Nazi aggression. Nazi propa- 
ganda films are praisedas "inspiring" 
and Klansman Don Black's performance 


on the Donahue show is touted as an 
"excellent presentation." 
Duke's Nazi preoccupation is not 


relegated to dead Nazi leaders. In 
1982 Duke opened up the pages of 


NAAWP News to a campaign to free two 


brothers convicted of conspiring to 
use explosives. The article referred. 
to the two men, John and Ed Gerhardt 
as "white political prisoners" and 
identified them as founders of the 
American White Nationalist Party. 
(MAAP News, #19,p.11) What Duke's pub- 
lication failed to mention was that 
the Anti-Defamation League identifies 
the Gerhardts as neo-Nazis. Duke may 
have formally abandoned his organiz- 
ational ties to the neo-Nazi right, 
but he continues to defend its most 
extreme and violent advocates. More- 
over, as late as 1985 the NAAWP News 
was running recruitment articles for 
the Klan (NAAWP News, #34, p. 12)

At any rate, it is a powerful portrayal o 
an ongoing drama, whose outcome has ominous 
overtones, and more ominous consequences for 
our Constitutional right to a full and open 
accounting of this latest bit of Presidential 
mischief.

IT'S TAKEN TEN YEARS, BUT THE Joke That Dare 
Not Speak Its Punchline. has finally crossed 
the boundary that separates Underground Cult- 
ural Movements from the Real World. THREE-FISTED 
TALES is a collection of "fictional" stories 
concerning the exploits of J.R. "Bob" Dobbs , 
the fabled Saint of Sales,and the motley half 
(?) mad crew of artists, anarchists, philoso- 
phers, and thought-criminals who have helped 
make him the god for our times. 

The table of contents lists a wide range 
of eclectic, occasionally impressive, names 
who have turned their talents to prafsing--or 
defaming-"Bob": William S. Burroughs; Robert 
Anton Wilson; Janor Hypercleats; Puzzling 
Evidence; Mark Motherbaugh; Paul Mavrides; G. 
Gordon Gordon; Lewis Shiner; Onan Canobite and 
John Shirley, are just a few. 


Like most "shared world" anthologies, there 
are a handful of clinkers, a lot of so-so 
efforts, and a few genuinely superb efforts. 
While all the professional wordsmiths weighed 
in with respectable offerings, some of the 
better stories in THREE-FISTED TALES are from 
members of the Church's own hierarchy, and 
from those not particularly known(if known at 
all) for their writing skill. 

Of these, underground cartoonist Paul 
Mavrides' WORLD WITHOUT SLACK and G. Gordon 
Gordon's THE VREEDEEZ SANCTION perticul arly 
stand out. WORLD WITHOUT SLACK concerns the 
return of the Fightin' Jesus (and boy is he 
pissed) and the carnage that ensues following 
the Rapture, while THE VREEDEEZ SANCTION is 
the mockcyberpunk story of electronically en- 
hanced super-assassin G. Gordon Gordon's 
mission to San Francisco in search of a "van- 
ished" Politically Incorrect hierarch. 


Also of interest is artist Harry S.Robin's 
THE SMOKER IN THE SHADOWS(aLovecraft pastiche 
that is alot closer to the spirit of HPL than 
most "serious" Cthulhu mythos stories). play- 
wright Brooks Caruthers' KILLING "BOB" (possi- 
bly the only SubGenius cne-act play in exist- 
ance), Michael Peppee's hilariously blasphem- 
ous THE REAL STORY, and stand aside comedian 
Janor Hypercleats's unclassifable BLEEDING 
HEADCLESSIANS 9:9 ("con't Tet the nine-inch 
worms get ahold of me! noooooccoo!").

While I can't fully recommend this to 
those unschooled in the dogma of the Church 
of the SubGenius and/or innocent in the ways 
of "Bob", it's definitely a change from the 
stale daisychain of crapola that the Con- 
spiracy tries topass off as "new & exciting". 
I can guarantee you've never read anything 
quite like THREE-FISTED TALES OF "BOB" before.
